Salaries of Judges. 


The House Judiciary Comraittee on 


Wednesday reported favorably a substitute 
for tht Senate bill 174, fixing the salaries 
of United States Judges at $3,000. Tbe 
substitute provides that the Judges ehall 
rece ve the following salaries: Southern 
District of New York, $5,000; Districts of 
Massachusetts, Northern and Eastern, Dis- 
trict of New York, District of New Jersey, 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania, Northern 
District of Illinois, Eastern District of Mis- 
souri, Northern District of California, and 
Eastern District of Louisiana, $5,000; 
Southern District of Ohio, District ot Mary- 
land, Western District of Pennsylvania, 
and Soothern District of California, §4,- 
500; the salaries of all other District Judges 
$4,000. The report says that there is a 
great demand for an increase of salaries, us 
the present sums preclude the employment 
of eminent lawyers, greatly interferes with 
securing good men, and tempts onr best 
jurists to resign their placea. At prejent 
the talaries are: Judge Hoffman, San

New Orleans Threatened.

NEW ORLEANS, March 13-—At 1 P. M. the 


river was three inches above the high-water 
mark of 1874 and was still rising. At 
Poydras street the water commenced run- 
ning over the levee, and all the low places 
in the vicinity were soon flooded. On the 
lower side of Canal street, near Harbor 
Station, the watclr covers the levee np to 
(he Louisville & Nashville depot. 
At 


Bienville street, much of the levee is under 
water. Tha streets about the Sugar Ex- 
change era flooded and the Exchange is 
reached by temporary plank walks. Water 
is flowing down the gutters of Bienville and 
other streets below the canal. It is not ex- 
pected, however, that much damage will 
result, as the lev:e is strong and will not 
give way. 


The river continues rising steadily. At 


3 30 p. i>i. it was six inches above the 
highest mark of former years. 
A> large 


part of the city below Canal street is 
entirely submerged. 
Tbe water at the 


Custom House 13 over the sidewalks and is 
coming up rapidly. On the Decatur street 
side the water fills the street and is begin- 
ning to encroach oa the sidewalk. 
Water 


is flowing through Canal street, aad the 
indications are that the entire business por- 
tion of the eity will be covered with water 
before morning. 


NEW OELEANS, March, 13—Tho levee at 


this point has broken and a portio1, of the 
city upon the river front is entirely sub- 
merged. The water is being pumped out 
at the back part of the city into Lake Pon- 
tchatrain. 
It is feared the water may 


exceed the capacity of the pumps and flood 
the whole back part of the town. A large 
flrd has beau raging at Scales Brewery. 
A bonded warehouse on one side of the 
brewery and one of the largest oil mills of 
the south on the other side, were both on 
&re.

PANAMA, March 13.—A correspondent 


writing from Lima says the agitation in 
the proiinces, caused by antagonism be- 
tween two candidates of the Constitutional 
party for the Presidential Domination, has 
assumed grave propoitions. At Funo there 
was a collision resulting in the loss of quite 
a number of lives and the pillage of many 
houses. There was also a collision at 
Huanta, many on both Bides being billed, 
among them the chiefs of both parties— 
Senor Azona, the Deputy of Congress and 
head of the revolution, and Dr. TTrbina, 
chief of the Kosus parly. Dr. Urbina, 
after five membeis of bis family were 
killed, took refuge with others in a church 
where many women, children and old peo- 
ple had already gathered. The priests ex- 
horted the Indians to desist from the butch- 
ery, but the Indians were drunk and 
threatened to burn the church down. Dr. 
Urbina, kn owin^ he was the cause of their 
action, and wishing to save the lives of the 
other people, determined to sacrifice him- 
self, and, after receiving the benediction of 
the priest, went out to the gnerrilas and 
was murdered. Not satisfied with this they 
continued their butchery for hours and 
over one hundred lives were sacrificed. 


A WARNING. 


Jules Simon Utters n Warning to all 


European Powers. 


PABIS, Nov. 11.— Jnlet Simon, who is to 


represent France in the Berlin Labor Con- 
vention, does not believe th»t Emperor 
William will win the Socialists from their 
discontent. The Emperor will find, he 
says, the Socialists so constituted that the 
more yon concede the more they demand. 
He will find that having taken the first 
step on the road to concession it will be 
impossible fo: Mm to draw bnok, and he 
will have to take other steps, make other 
concessions, his enemies growing meantime 
the stronger and more exacting, while he 
finds himself less capable to check the 
avalanche which he himsell, in part, sat in 
motion. 


"I look forward, therefore," Mr. Simon 


says, "with grave apprehension to the 
effect upon Europe of this present labor 
agitation. I regard the Emperor's rescript 
as marking an important epoch in the 
prograss of the Socialistic movement, and 
already I can hear the mattering} of what 
must be the struggle of the future, the 
struggle between the many and few, be- 
tween the toiling millions, who have thus 
far suffered silently, and those who have 
made thorn suffer, between capital nnd 
labor, between luxury and tarvation, be- 
tween misery and wealth, 


"No human being can avert the struggle, 


but human power must do much to hasten 
its approach. I shall not see the day, and 
you may not see it, but the day is coming 
when the autocratic powers of Europe will 
be forced to unite against the united Social- 
istic army, and to stand or fall together. 


"Your ancestors in the New World were 


able to build up out of fragmentary gov- 
ernments what is to-day the United States 
of America. Why may not our descendants 
injsoma way succeed in establishing the 
United States of Europe? 


"Look back a few centuries acd you will 


see where France now stands a number of 
independent provinces. In-the course of 
time these provinces united for their com- 
mon interest and were better and stronger 
for the union. With the progress of civili- 
zation came the Europe of to-day, as was 
France* of that older time. The task of 
uniting the existing continental powers is 
hardly greater thau was the task of uniting 
Normandy, Brittany 
and 
other Gallic 


provinces. 


The United States of Europe idea is re- 


ceived with an incredulous smile by the 
thoughtless minds, but T think that history 
shows that many strange frieodaflips have 
brought about the common peril—the com- 
mon peril that is threatening Europe now 
and is growing greater with every decade. 
It is the common peril of Socialism. Let 
all Europe beware."

Sherman said there was a feeling 
in the North that not only have the ne- 
groes of the South been deprived of votes 
but that the people of the South now en- 
joy a larger political power than the same 
number of people in the North.

"Let the South obey the Consti-

I would not care if the whole negro popu- 
lation would vote the Democratic ticket, 
but this feeling of injustice does prevail in 
the North that while you are dopming the 
colored people of votes, yon are exercising 
undue power in the Government, and now 
I Bay that beyond and above this educa- 
tional bill or an> other pending measure it 
is the Act of Congress that will secure to 
every man as entitled to vote bis right to 
cast his vote and have it counted. When- 
ever Oonqreis rises to the dignity of pass- 
ing such a law that will be uniform 
througout the United 
States, affecting 


Massachusetts and Ohio as \iell as South 
Carolina, every man will feel that it is a 
just and fair law and there will be no fur- 
ther ground for complaint." 


Tho New Territory.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The Oklahoma 


bill contains provisions fixing the boun- 
daries of the new territory to include the 
Cherokee outlet, with a proviso that no 
lands which the Indian* occupy, under 
treaty or law, shall be included without 
their consent, except for judicial purpose?. 
They extend over the new territory the 
Constitution and laws of the United States 
and the code of Nebraska, without inter- 
ference with the local Indian Governments 
acting under their treaty rights. Seven 
counties are established. The county seats 
will bs Guthrie, Oklahoma City, Nor-tan, 
Lisbon or Kingfisher, Beaver, Stillwuter 
and one more to be fixed by the Secretary 
of the Interior. The Cherokee outlet is 
declared pnblio land and open to settle- 
ment undir Ihe Homestead laws and boiu 
fide settlers and occupant* are given pre- 
ferred rights. The Judicial system of the 
Indian Territory is divided into three dis- 
tricts, and Courti willbeheldat Muskogee, 
Vinite, Otoka, Artmore and Purctll.

I have found severe losses in Oregon, 
Nevada, Utah nnd Northern California. 
As the wool growing industry is too 
extensive to be confined to any one district 
the sheep owners who palled their flocks 
through vt ill get no increase over lust year's 
prices. 
Some Pacific. Elopo sheep raisers 


will bo driven out of the business by their 
heavy losses this Winter. California is 
still the star wool Stn*e. 
While there will 


bs a loss of 50 par cant in Northern Cal- 
ifornia the increase of 25 per cent in the 
southern part of the Slate will bring the 
clip of the entire State np to, if not above, 
the average. 


"In Utah, Oregon and Nevada the loss 


is universal. Montana will show a fair 
increase. In eastern Oregon and Nevada 
the loss o! sheep is G5 per cent. One 
reason for the heavy loss in Nevada is that 
no hay was raised dating the last two 
years. When this year's atoms began all 
communication from the outside was shut 
off., and no hay was obtainable. The 
meagre snpply of hay was given to the 
cattle, and the sheep had to rustle or
